The English Government having absorbed 
the Fiji Islands, cannibals and all, at one 
gulp, a large and influential deputation is 
seriously urging Lord Carnarvon to take im- 
mediage possession of that vast and almost 
unexplored tropical island, New Guinea. The 
request comes from the Colony of Victoria, 
and the English papers are now busily in- 


vestigating New Guinea, to see if it is really 
worth taking. One of them, the Pall Mail 


Budget, has discovered the following facts, 
but is not very enthusiastic in the premises: 
Returning to New Guineas itself, it is clear that a 
tropical territory of such magnitude, with a climate 
described to be hotter throughout than even the hot- 
test pert of Northern Australia, would not be occupied 
either by ourselves or by any other European Power 
with « view to colonization, I¢ is certainly possible 
that the existence of gold may some day attract a rush 
from the Gilbert or other Australian in the 
North, for neither heat nor foar of natives will keep 
back the resolute gald-digger. It is to be hoped, nev- 
ertheless, that some control will be exercised 
over such rough interlopers, and that their 
greed or love of adventure will not be pe- 
mitted to force a policy. Some account of the 
interior of a portion of New Guinea has recently been 
given by a traveler, who says that during the yéar 
1872 he crossed the island, accompanied by Anstralian 
and Papuan natives, from Torres Straits almost to the 
northern coast. His statements, however, necd con- 
firmation. The centre of the island is described es 
covered with s dense tropical jungle, abounding in 
game, but uninhabited save at long intervals, A etu-

THE CITY TAXES. 

The tax-payers of Chicago have noticed 
that there is a wide difference of opinion be- 
tween Mr. Hm, the Oomptroller, and ‘the 
five principal Boards, in their estimates of the 
neeessary expenditures for the year beginning 
April 1, 1875. 

Mr. Hayes estimates the total expenditure 
necessary for the present year at the sum of 
$5,277,320. This includes all the expendi- 
tures of the city. But the “Boards” have 
more enlarged views, and their demands and 
the recommendations of the Comptroller thus 
compare :

The Town Entirely Obliterated by the De- 
vouring Flames. 


The Work of Destruction Still Going 
On at Last Accounts. 


THE PENNSYLVANIA VISITATION, 

Trnoxx, Pa., May 22.— Reports were received 
last nicht that the fire was approaching Phillire- 
burg, and iu order to saye the town the Burgess 
ordered the brush around the place to be set on 
fre. About 250 men were sent out to fight 
the flames, at points from. which most 
of the danger was te be feared. Osceola is level- 
ed to the ground, and the smoking debris is all 
that is left of the houses. The neighboring 
towns are sending money and provisions for the 
relief of the anfortunates. 

Maven Cauns, Pa., May 22.—Very severe 
mountain fires have been raging in Carbon 
County the past few days. An immense amount 
of lumber, sawed/ logs, and dwelling houses 
have been burned in the Hickory Run and Mud 
Run regions. Only a rainfall can extinguish the 
fires. The inhabitants of Mud Run have suf- 
fered terribly from the flames. Numerous families 
only escaped with their lives, all their household 
goods and residences being lost. Mr. Abel Kelly, 
of Hickory Ron, lost his sew-mills, house, bara, 
and five tenements, with all their contents. 
Five sawmills and . eighteen houses have 
been burned on. Mud Run. Stephen 
Gould lost about . 300,000 feet of lam- 
ber. «The lambermen, with their wives and 
children, turned out to fight the flames, At 
Jeanesvilie, Beaver Meadow, aad other mining 
9 the flames had to be fought, all who 
wore able turning out. Back of Weissport and 
Parryville the fire is raging and spreading rap- 
idfy. The page doue in Carbon County will 
amount to $500,000..

STEAMSAIP DISASTERS. 
To the Editor of The Chicage Tribune: 

Curcaeo, May 22.—It is just eighteen months | 
ago this morning since the steamer Ville du 
Havre went down in mid-ocean, freighted with 
80 many who were dear to Chicago,—a cacrifice 
to the grossest of carelessness and mismanage- 
ment. Burdened by the oppressive memories of 
that day, my eye falls upon your leading editorial 
of this morning on ‘Steamship Dieasters,” 
showing that in the last forty-nine and one- 
half months ‘‘twenty-six steamers have been 
destroyed and 964 lives.” Many plans and 
theories have been suggested by the able press 
of this country aod England tending to guard 
against these terrible losses, but, after a very 
full consideration of the whole subject, my own | 
conclusion is that the only effectual remedy 1s | 
the repeal of the laws limiting the liability of 
the ship-owner to the value of the ship itself. 

Immediately upon the loss of the Ville da 
Havre I went to Furie, and there investigated 
the cause of the loss. I attended the trial io 
London before the Admiralty Court, and myseif 
interviewed most of the officers and sailors of | 
the French, English, and American shi | 
and am of opinion that the loss was the fault 
of the Freach steamer, and of the most 
inexcusable and aggravating carelessness. 
Her owners collected ovgr one milhon 
of dollars of insurance, repudiated 
all liability for losses. I drew up an agreement 
to prosecute the 88 and give the avails 
of the suit to St. Luke’s Hospital, Chicago, and 
obtained the co-operstion~of several of the pas- 
sengers. On returning to New York I consulted 
Jadge Porter, Clarence A. Seward, Prof. Evans, 
of Hamilton College, and H. B. Brown, now 
United States Judge at Detroit, and after a full 
examination it was decided we were remedi!ess, 
aod principally on account of the statute limit- 
ing toe liability of vessel-owners to the vessel 
itself or ite value. That law I have no doubt 
was epacted at the iostance of the vessel-own- 
ers, and no one was sufficiently interested on the 
part of the people to oppose it The effects of 
it I believe to be disastrous. 

When that law is re and vessel-owners 
are made responsible in damages for loss of life 
and cargo, they will invent new safeguards 
which newspapers are trying to suggest, and 
will perfect all possible guarantees for . safuty. 
Let every newspaper, and every citizen, ask the 
members of Con to repeal the law. Under 
the leadership of Mr. Plimsol!, England would 
undoubtedly do the same, and from that time 
henceforth you will never record the loss of 
twenty-six steamers in four and a half months. 
Insurance companies would lessen their rates, 
and thousands of happy homes the world over 
would be saved from desolation.
